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“Michelle, one more ride and we'll have 
to go,” yells a hurried mother standing by 
the new play area at Magnolia Park in 
Upland. 

“Michelle!” 

The child seems oblivious to her 
mother’s commands as she zips down the 
spiral-shaped slide into a small mound of 
sand. 

If Michelle gets tired of the spiral slide, 
she has two other slides to choose from, 
including one with waves along the bed. 

Or she can bounce on the colorful toy 
lions, squirrels, seals and horses mounted 
on heavy-duty springs, a variation of the 
rocking horse. 

And there’s always the faithful swingset, 
painted in day-glo colors with toy ponies 
replacing the traditional bucket-shaped 
seats. 

Thanks to the Upland Recreation 
Department, Michelle may never go home. 

The department has spent $25,000 to 
replace the grey-colored standard 
playground equipment at Magnolia and 
Sierra Vista parks with “creative” new 
playthings. 

The basic steel siides and institutional 
swingsets at the 5-acre parks are gone for 
good. 

“We have some nice parks (in the city), 
but up until recently we needed a lot more 
amenities to make them worth coming 
to,’’says Larry Thornburg, city recreation 
director. “Prior to the equipment going in, 
there was very little for youngsters to do at 
either park.” 

Thornburg says $30,000 to $40,000 in 
additional playground equipment will be 
added to other parks within the city during 
the next six months. 

The Magnolia and Sierra Vista projects 
were financed through some local

development fees, which are channeled into 
a special park fund. 

The city has also received a federal 
community development grant for the 
additional equipment, says Thornburg. 

It would seem that $60,000 is a lot of 
money to spend on the fancies of children. 

But in Upland at least, playtime is 
serious business. 

Thornburg says his office is flooded with 
complaints from parents whenever 
youngsters from private schools crowd the 
playground equipment or when older 
children monopolize the play areas. 

Parents, baby-sitters and guardians from 
around town shuttle their children to 
Magnolia Park on 15th Street and San 
Antonio Avenue or Sierra Vista Park on 15th 
and 2nd Avenue just for the new 
playgrounds. 

Where else in the city could you find 
wooden bridges, climbing ropes and 
playground equipment reminiscent of the 
tree house in old Tarzan movies? 

“It’s hard to get the kids off of it (the 
equipment) because they keep discovering 
new things to do ,” says Vicki Weiland of 
Upland. “It’s not just ‘a swing’ or ‘a pole.’” 

Weiland is one of the many adults sitting 
on benches along the edge of the sandy play 
area at Magnolia Park on a recent afternoon. 

Holding half-eaten snow cones, candy, 
sweaters and other items discarded by the 
children, these adults are braving the rush 
hour — the time between 2:30 and 3 every 
weekday afternoon when kids climb and 
clamor all over the equipment. 

With fashionable homes running over 
$100,000 in Upland, these adults are thankful 
for a place to turn the children loose. 

“Some kids have the tendency to get a 
little rowdy,” says Weiland. ‘But kids are 
like that.” 0

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Lions use prize money for area projects

The Lions in Rancho Cucamonga were roaring 
with pride as they brought home the grand prize 
from the Los Angeles County Fair exhibit 
competition this year. 

Prize winning isn’t new for the Cucamonga 
District Lions Club, which has been competing at 
the L.A. County Fair for 35 years and at the National 
Orange Show for 33 years. In fact, awards money 
funds many of the group’s projects. 

“A lot of people think the city or the Chamber of 
Commerce builds the Rancho Cucamonga exhibit; 
they don’t. We have put it together for years,” said 
long-time member Don Peters. 

The Lions won $2,000 for first place at the fair. 
Last March, the organization won a total of $1 ,800 
in prize money, for first place and sweepstakes, at 
the National Orange Show, according to Peters. 

The prize money is put to good use, he said. As 
chairman of the group’s sight conservation project, 
“’m given a budget of about $1,000,” he said. 

At the beginning of each school year, the Lions 
contact school nurses in the five school districts 
that serve Rancho Cucamonga. If a child’s vision is 
impaired and the family can’t afford glasses, the 
nurses have an application for the family to fill out 
seeking aid from the Lions. 

“Parents might say in their financial situation 
they cannot provide $100 for glasses for their child. 
Usually, if they can get the financial help, they’re 
responsible about following through and getting 
the child glasses,” Peters said. 

Peters said the Lions Club has been dealing 
with the same optometrists, Tatum & Trezza, for 
years. “They do a hell of ajob. They do the 
examination, furnish the glasses and frame and do 
a follow-up exam for us for $45. They haven't 
changed their price for us,” he said. 

“Not only does this allow us to provide this kind 
of service, it gives him a little business too, ” Peters 


id. 

The club gave 34 sets of glasses and 
examinations last year. “We presented a $1,000 
piece of equipment, a tele-binocular (examination 
device) to Etiwanda School District,” he said. “We 
want to make other pieces of equipment available.” 

Another philanthropic project for the Lions last 
year was helping 4-year-old David Long, a local boy 
with a congenital hearing defect. 

“Every doctor his mother took him to 
determined nothing could be done, but she 
wouldn’t give up and finally took the child to John * 
Tracy Clinic,” Peters said. 

Doctors at John Tracy Clinic said they could 
help the boy, but it would take time. ‘‘They fitted 
him with hearing aids, then began testing and 
started an education program,” he said. 

“The fact the mother was genuinely concerned 
with the child, and that she wouldn’t take no for an 
answer, we decided it was a deserving project,” he 
said. 

The Lions Club paid for the necessary testing 
and hearing aid. David is now in a remedial school. 

Another sight project the Lions have been 
involved in is the collection of old eye glasses for 
redistribution to children in Mexico. “An 
optometrist in Ensenada logs in and checks out the 
glasses to needy children. Last year we donated 
150 pair..The project was coordinated by Paul 
Mindrum,’*Peters said. 

The group,.chartered as Cucamonga District 
Lions Club in November 1947, included Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda in its zone of influence, 
according to Peters. °. 

“We had 43 charter members then: We have 
about the same number of‘members now,” Peters 
said. 

Women are not allowed in the Lions Club, but 
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they are welcome to form a “Lioness Club,” Peters 
said. 

“The Lions Club is a men’s organization, but 
because of pressure brought to bear by the ERA 
(supporters) and because we want to circumvent 
the problems Kiwanis had (with court proceedings 
to include female members), women are allowed to 
form a Lioness Club, which is the same as the 
Lions Club,” he said. 

“We would not hesitate in sponsoring a Lioness 
Club in Rancho Cucamonga,” he added. 


Peters said members feel strongly about 
allowing women into the men’s club. ‘About 98 
percent said when Lions International allows 
women into the men’s section, they would dissolve 
because women have other avenues (in other 
service organizations).”’ 

Another among the Lions’ many projects was 
the old county library, now a community services 
building. “In the mid 1950s, the Lions Club bought 
3% acres on Baseline and what is now Lions 
Street,” Peters said. The property was leased to the 
county for the library. 


The library was housed there until it outgrew its 
facility in the early 1970s. A new library was built 
next door and the land its sits on was bequeathed 
to the county and subsequently to the city fora 
community service building. 


“The apostrophe in Lion’s Community Center 
galls me ... | guess it was used to show ownership, 
but Lions has no apostrophe,” he said. 


There is a certain stipulation regarding the 
property, according to Peters. ‘If the building is 
ever used for any purpose other than community 
service, the building and the land reverts back to 
the Cucamonga District Lions Club.”

Alta Loma High School’s Athletic Booster Club 
plans to raise $30,000 for high school sports this 
year. 

The booster president for the 1983-84 school 
year, Norm Anderson, concedes that academics are 
the no. 1 student priority. But many students enjoy 
extra-curricular activities such as band, pep squad, 
drama and athletics, he said. 

The booster club exists “to try and provide the 
difference in dollars needed between the cost of 
these athletic programs and the amount provided 
by the district...as well as that part of cost picked 
up by ASB (associated student body), Anderson 
said. 

The difference Anderson referred to has 
“doubled” in the last three years because of 
educational budget cuts at the state level, he said. 
“The bottom line is that if these monies are not 
raised, some sports will have to be eliminated.” 

Rather than hold fund-raisers as do community 
sport leagues (Little League, Youth Soccer, etc.), 
the boosters try to go a different route so families 
and businesses are not unduly bothered by 
requests for funds, Anderson said. 

That is also the reason behind a blanket 
approach, where one group will ask for funds 
benefitting all school sports rather than have all 
teams vie for contributions, Anderson said. 

The boosters are presently sponsoring snack 
bars at home football games and have set dates in 
December for the first annual ‘Alta Loma Classic” 
girls soccer tournament. The second annual 
“Boosters Carnival” will be held Nov. 11-13 at the 
high school’s east parking lot. 

A year-round Bingo program is held every

Nation risks losing |chaffey nursing program 








a quality education

The report of the National 
Committee on Excellence in 
Education, “‘A Nation at Risk: The 
Imperative for Educational Reform,” 
was issued last April. Since then it 
has generated much discussion and 


controversy. 


Some of its findings were: 13 
percent of all 17-year-olds in the U.S. 
can be considered functionally 
illiterate, and among minority children 
the figure is closer to 40 percent. 
Gifted students do not match their 
tested abilities with high achievement 
in school. Achievement test scores 
have shown a steady decline from 
1963 to 1980. Remedial programs must 
be provided by employers to ensure a 
minimally educated work force. 
Workers of the new technology 
occupations are not being provided by 


our educational system. 


This is an alarming indictment of a 
system upon which we depend as 
individuals for upward mobility and 
the improvement of our quality of life, 
and as a society for the level of 
knowledge and awareness we need to 


maintain a democracy. 


The committee is calling for 
strengthened standards for 
graduation, the incorporation of five 
new “basics” into the high school 
curriculum: four years of English, 
three of math, three years of science 
and social studies, and a half year of 


computer science. 


Schools at all levels are to adopt 
tougher and more measurable 
standards of performance, the school 
day will be increased to seven hours, 
teacher training and pay (or 
“rewards”) are to be improved,-and 
citizen’s fiscal support for educational 


reform is to be sought. 


Libraries were not mentioned in the 
report, yet they were founded upon 
the commitment to lifelong learning 
which the committee’s report places 
at the center of its “learning society.” 

In the context of the report, the 
learning society is the goal towards 
which we should all be striving and 
“at the heart of a learning society is 
the commitment to a set of values and 
to a system of education that affords 
all members the opportunity to stretch 
their minds to full capacity, from early 





childhood through adulthood, learning 
more as the world itself changes.” 
Students are to ‘‘comprehend, 
interpret, evaluate and use what they 
read ... know our literary heritage and 
how it enhances imagination and 
ethical understanding, and how it 
relates to the customs, ideas and 
values of today’s life and culture ...” 
They must understand ‘‘the social and 
environmental implications of 
scientific and technological 
development” and “‘the broad sweep 
of both ancient and contemporary 
ideas that have shaped our world.” 
The report has a lot to say on the 


development of text books, the role of 


teachers in their selection, and their 
relevance to the disadvantaged, the 
learning disabled, and the mentally 
gifted. It advocates funding for text 
development in these “thin market 
areas.”’ But the one institution which 
is now serving these groups, and 
which could serve most special 
groups in the attainment of the 
report’s lofty goals, is nowhere 
mentioned. 

Surely the 18-member commission 
that spent 20 months interviewing and 
analyzing the quality of education 
knows we cannot attain the “learning 
society” through the use of textbooks 
alone. Students must be taught to 
persue their learning needs, and 
indeed their curiosities, by digging for 
their own materials. 


They have to know how to judge the 
quality of the materials they use in 
answer to their assignments or their 
personal needs, and they must be 
taught that they can solve problems 
by doing research to inform 
themselves on the issues involved in 
the problems. 


There is no one source, such as a 
textbook, wherein a student can learn 
to take bits of information and put 
them together in a coherant whole. As 
good as some texts are, they will not 
teach a student to use and manipulate 
information in this, the ‘information 
age.” 

All of us are life-long learners. 
Whether we want to or not we learn 
new skills throughout life that will 
allow us to adjust to changes in our 
environment which are beyond our

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Students give approval to change

Sun, sand, surf and Sacramento played a big 
part this summer in the lives of the 3,702 freshmen 
entering the Chaffey Joint Union High School 
District. 

Many students were probably unaware while 
they were sunbathing at the beach that their 
futures had become a political issue. 

The mood among district officials was almost 
festive last July when state legislators passed a 
law intended to reform public education throughout 
California and channel an additional $800 million to 
schools. 

Among the numerous changes provided by 
Senate Bill 813 was an increase in statewide high 
school graduation requirements, beginning with 
the class of 1987. : 

Although only one year of additional funding 
was provided by the measure, West Valley school 
districts said the educational bill had revived their 
parched budgets. 

And while they were concerned about future 
state allocations, school authorities generally 
agreed that graduation requirements should be 
stiffened. 

But no one polled the incoming freshmen, the 
first students to be subjected to the new 
requirements. 

For freshmen, September would never be the 
same. 

Most of the students interviewed during an 
informal survey at Chaffey, Etiwanda and Upland 
high schools were in favor of the changes, which - 
would amount to an extra year of math and another 
semester of science. One year of math and three 
semesters of science are currently required. 


“When you put in your college application, 
they’ll accept you a lot easier,” says Jadell Davila, a 
14-year-old freshman at Etiwanda High School. 

“And you won't have to waste all your time (in 
college) making up for the things you missed in 
high school,” adds classmate Melissa Bryan, 14. 

The Chaffey high school district has not 
formally adopted the state-mandated graduation 
requirements. However, assistant superintendent 
Bob Erickson says it is only a matter of time. 

“We will provide the program as mandated by 
the state,” assures Erickson, despite fears that 
legislators won’t provide funds next year for the 
additional classes. - 

“If we implement this, are we going tc have the 
resources to make it go?” asks Chaffey High 
School Principal Fred Adams. 

Meanwhile, freshmen are being told they will 
need the extra math and science courses to 
graduate. 

Most of the students interviewed last week said 
they would have taken the additional math classes 
anyway. 

They were not so sure about science. 

_ “Yuck” was the one-word reaction given by 
Traci Briggs, 14, when told she would need another 
science class to graduate from Upland High 
School. 

Other students echoed Briggs’ sentiments with 
slight variations — some wrinkled their noses. 

However, the students conceded that math and 
science were important too!s for learning a trade or 
a profession. 

“Math and science are leading into what the 
world is doing,” says Jim Barber, a 15-year-old 
Etiwanda High School student who is thinking 
about someday becoming a pilot. 


Chaffey tightens English requirements 


Chaffey College has selected three courses to 
comply with a recent state mandate, which requires 
community colleges to certify that all graduates 
demonstrate competency in expository and 
argumentative writing. 


The three courses that will meet the mandate at 
Chaffey include: English 91, Fundamentals of 
Composition; English 99, Language Arts Skills; and 
English 101, Composition. 


English 91, formerly a remedial course, is now a 
college-level composition course focusing on the 
expository and argumentative paragraph. 

English 99, a basic grammar course, replaces 
English 90 as the course designed to meet the 
needs of students requiring remedial help. 


New procedures for placing students in English 
91, 99 and 101 have been implemented. Entrance 
into English 91 and 99 is possible only on passing 
the Chaffey College English placement test at the 
English 91/99 level or passing English 90 with a 
grade of C or better. 


Entrance into English 101 is possible by 
passing the placement test at the 101 level or 
passing English 91 with a grade of C or better or 
with ‘credit.’ 


Chaffey has also revised its English placement 
test to more closely follow those tests given at the 
California State University system, which are given

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History of the citru 


By John H. Nicholson 


Let’s carry on a bit with the tale of Upland’s 
citrus industry. Last week, we covered orchard 
heating. One facet of it was always amusing to me. 
Between periods of use, the oil-burning heaters 
were capped off but ready. Rhythm-loving 
woodpeckers found that flat metal stack caps were 
great places to display their pecking skills. Quite 
often, one could hear a metallic rat-a-tat-tat, oft 
repeated, as a bird let the neighborhood know how 
good he was. 

The matter of getting paid for a citrus crop was 
complex. It starts with picking the fruit at the right 
time. Various varieties mature at different times. 
Navel oranges, the best eating kind, mature locally 
soon after the first of the year. In a few spots in the 
San Joaquin Valley, fruit can be picked in time to 
reach the Christmas market. Valencia oranges, 
great for juice, mature during the summer. Lemons 
are a bit different. They have blossoms most of the 
time, and usually carry fruit in all stages of 
maturity. As many as five pickings per year are 
common. 

Before a crop is picked, the grower needs to 
have arrangements made as to where it is to be 
delivered. Years ago, fruit buyers visited some 
growers, sized up the crop, and offered so much 
per box for it. If a deal was made, the buyer took it 


from there. He sent in his picking crew, filled boxes 


were counted, and payment was eventually made. 
The buyer then contracted with some packer to 
ready that fruit for shipping. 

One such buyer repeatedly accumulated several 
carloads of fruit. When eastern markets looked 
good, he would ship it by rail. Jumping into his 
trusty Franklin coupe (air-cooled engine) he raced 
across the country, to be on hand and supervise 
sale of his merchandise. Then, back here again, to 
do it again. All without modern roads. 

In the early days here, marketing of a crop was 
an uncoordinated helter-skelter situation, often not 
very profitable. Eventually, most growers, to 
improve their chances of profit, aligned themselves 
with a reputable “packing house” or “association,” 
which had a good marketing record. At one time, 
Upland had at least 10 packing houses. Two 
remain, the Upland Lemon Growers Association, 
and the La Verne Co-op Citrus Association. 






A field foreman of a packing house scheduled 
picking of members’ groves. When | was a kid, a 
horse-drawn wagon was driven to the packing 
house and loaded with “picking boxes.” Each 
would hold about 90 pounds of fruit. They were 
wooden. They were stacked by threes. One box 
upright, another inside on end, and a third upside-

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Welcome to the ‘Decade of Water’ 


By Matt Coker 


Just when you thought it was safe to go back to 
the gas station, experts are telling Americans to 
get ready for the ‘‘Decade of Water.” 

Many water watchers claim worldwide supplies 
will diminish to such a degree that water will be to 
the 1980’s what oil was to the previous decade. But 
a company which recently opened a facility in 
Rancho Cucamonga has been dedicated to water 
and energy conservation for eight years. 

Omni Products, which markets its line in the 
United States and abroad, specializes in water flow 
control faucets, shower heads and garden hose 
nozzle adapters. 

The man behind the company is Walter R. 
Nelson, who serves as president and chief 
engineer. Nelson moved Omni to Yucca Valley in 
1975 after three monihs in Los Angeles, but 
company expansion led him to Rancho 
Cucamonga, where he may again acquire more 
space. 

“After quite an exhaustive investigation, we 
decided to locate here because of the growth,” 
Nelson said. “We felt we wanted to be part of it. We 
also knew we could get a lot of employees around 
here.” 

The products Nelson designs are quite small, 
some no bigger that the tip of a thumb. But to many 
people throughout the world, Omni represents a 
breakthrough in conserving and quieting the flow of 
water. 

“We have grown to avery high position (in the 
field),” Nelson said. ‘‘We have a solid reputation. 
And it’s paying off.” 

Some of the Omni equipment is sold to 
European countries which require less flow noise 
and cleaner water than America. Nelson said he 
- has four U.S. patents on Omni products, one in 
Japan and eight more in the works in West 
Germany, England and France. 

An entire Omni line of “Laminar Stream”’ 
faucets are used in many hospitals and nursing 
homes. Besides providing quiet, splashless, clear 
water, Laminar Stream water contains less 
baceteria than regular taps because forced air 
(which creates velocity and noise) is not used.

When the first edition of 
the ‘Old Farmer’s 
Almanac” was published 
in 1793, George 
Washington was 
president and less than 4 
million people lived in 
the 15 United States. 

This month, 4 million 
copies of the 1984 
edition of America’s 
oldest continuously 
published periodical will 
be distributed to 
newsstands across the 
land. It offers another 
quilt-work collection of 
home remedies, 
thoughtful observations, 
historical anecdotes, 
puzzles, recipes, essays 
and — of course — 
weather predictions. 

On the almanac’s 
familiar straw-gold cover, 
across from a likeness of 
Benjamin Franklin (his 
“Poor Richard’s 
Almanac” inspired all 
others), appears Robert 
B. Thomas, who is listed 
— as he has been for 
almost two centuries — 
as editor of the venerable 
little book. But Thomas 
died in 1846 after 
stewarding the 
publication for 54 years. 

His blue pencil today is 
im ine capable hand of 
Jud (short for Judson) 
Hale, a boyish, exuberant 
New Englander whose 
family has run the 
precious little 
publication in a faithful 
manner since 1939.

Forest revenue distributed 


San Bernardino and Riverside counties have 
received more than $200,000 as their share of 
revenue from the sale of National Forest products 
and services during the past year. 

“This interim payment represents only about 75 
percent of the amount the two counties will receive 
from National Forest revenues over the past year,” 
said Bob Tyrrel, San Bernardino National Forest 
supervisor. 

“By law, 25 percent of fees collected for such 
uses as grazing, timber sales, recreation, minerals 
and land-use charges are returned annually to 
counties in which National Forest System lands are 
located,” he said. 

Final payments will be made in December after 
the actual receipts for Fiscal Year 1983 have been 
computed. San Bernardino and Riverside counties 
should receive $199,245.55 and $74,020.59 respec- 
tively, according to estimated receipts.
